As Explained by Its Founder and Apostle 
Fe 


»E ASK our dear readers to sing with us a “Magnificat” 
of love and gratitude to our Heavenly Father, to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus and to the Divine Paraclete for 
the torrent of blessings poured out upon our community 
during Easter week. It was for us truly a spiritual 
“resurrection,” an awakening, we hope, to renewed fervor 
in the service of our Divine Lord and King. 

As mentioned in our last issue, we had the privilege of a visit 
from the Very Reverend Father Mateo, the Apostle of the Enthrone- 
ment, who arrived here on the evening of March 3lst, the Friday of 
Passion Week. During the first part of his stay, which embraced 
the days of Holy Week, Father Mateo withdrew into solitude and 
spent the time in prayer and recollection, in a private retreat. What 
passed between his love-glowing heart and that of our Eucharistic 
King during the long hours he spent in the Divine Presence must 
remain the secret of the King of Love and His faithful apostle. But 
that secret unveiled itself in some measure during the week that fol- 
lowed, in the series of conferences he gave to the community, which 
were eloquent with the love of the Sacred Heart. 
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Most, if not all, of you know that Father Mateo is the founder 
of the particular form of devotion called the “Enthronement of the 
Sacred Heart in the Home,” which has as its auxiliary the special form 
of reparation and love known by the familiar title of Night Adoration 
in the Home. When, in 1907, by Divine inspiration, this project pre- 
sented itself to the mind of the young priest as the apostolate to which 
he should dedicate his life, he sought permission from Pius X, then 
pope, and received not only the permission and blessing, but the 
command of the Holy Father to launch this providential crusade for 
the welfare and salvation of Christian society. Pope Benedict XV, 
Pius XI and Pius XII each in his turn confirmed and blessed this 
mission, and urged Father Mateo to continue his crusade for the social 
reign of the Sacred Heart. Since the inauguration of his work, he 
has literally traversed the world, preaching everywhere the triumph 
of the King of Love. 

The conferences preached to us throughout the week were a prep- 
aration for the very solemn Enthronement of the Sacred Heart, which 
had been planned for the Sunday after Easter, and which was to be 
a most memorable occasion for our community. For although the 
ceremony of the Enthronement had been solemnly performed many 
years ago and renewed each year since, we felt it a special privilege 
to have it performed by Father Mateo himself. Naturally his words 
were made to apply particularly to us, as religious, with the special 
vocation of perpetual adoration; yet there were many inspiring messages 
which we can share with our readers, and we most gladly do so, know- 
ing your deep interest. However, Father Mateo’s persuasive manner 
of preaching can never be adequately represented by a mere repetition 
of his words, for the greatest effectiveness of his discourses lies in his 
vivid presentation of the subject matter, in his expressive gestures, his 
varied voice flections and his unique manner of repeating for emphasis. 
By this method he, so to say, “drives home the truth” and makes a 
lasting impression on the minds of his listeners. 

Father Mateo is truly a “beggar of love for the King of Love,” 
as he likes to style himself, for this is the refrain of all his preaching. 
That the Sacred Heart may reign over hearts and homes and nations 
is the one great desire toward which he bends all his efforts. Nor 
does he seek to attain his end by preaching alone; far from it. Rather, 
his preaching is the fruit of prayer and sacrifice, and it is upon these 
two “arms” that he depends for the fruitfulness of his preaching. But 
the paramount reality in his life, the sun and center of all his days 
and the source whence he draws light and strength and inspiration, is 
the holy Sacrifice of the Mass. To see him at the altar celebrating the

Founder and Apostle of the Enthronement 


Sacred Mysteries is in itself a sermon more eloquent than any he could 
preach. His conference on Holy Mass was most inspiring, and we 
hope at some later time to share some thoughts from it with our 
readers. He insists also, very strongly, on a living, loving devotion 
to the Holy Spirit, the Paraclete, who is the source of all interior 
light and supernatural inspiration. In his very first address to the 
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community Reverend Father made a very earnest plea for a daily, 
fervent and persevering devotion to the Paraclete, the Sanctifier, urging 
us to invoke Him very often and very lovingly. He expressed his 
profound regret that the Paraclete is not loved and invoked as He 
should be and expressed it as his certain conviction that this want of 
devotion to the Divine Sanctifier is the reason why so many good and 
earnest souls fail to attain to sanctity. 

As June is the month of the Sacred Heart, we have selected from 
among Reverend Father Mateo’s conferences, as particularly appro- 
priate for this time, the one on the Enthronement and the sanctification 
of the home. Most providential for our times is his crusade for the 
sanctification of the Christian home, because a strong, Catholic home 
life is the only bulwark that can withstand the violent attempts now 
being made to undermine the foundations of Christian society. 

“We must save Christian society,” said Father Mateo, “by saving 
the Christian home. Social redemption through Christian home life — 
that is doctrinal. I do not preach a sentimentalistic devotion, no, no, 
no! I do not like that at all!” 

Pope Pius XI, whose far-seeing vision so correctly discerned the 
needs and the evils of the times, once said to Father Mateo during a 
private audience: “We are living the darkest hour that mankind has 
lived since the deluge.” However, in a hopeful tone he immediately 
added: “But the Church has a wonderful hope, the greatest hope. 
We are living in its fulness the hour of the Sacred Heart.” And that 
hour, says Father Mateo, will be glorious in the measure that Jesus 
Christ becomes in souls, in homes, in institutions and countries, the 
KING — “Rex regum — the King of kings.” This is the sublime end 
toward which the Work of the Enthronement is directed. But Father 
Mateo is careful to explain that Enthronement does not mean merely 
to enthrone the picture or the image of the Sacred Heart in a place 
of honor in the home. “The Enthronement is not a mere, beautiful 
ceremony,” he exclaimed. “No, no! There is something greater, a 
thousand times greater than all the beautiful ceremonies. What is it? 
The Kingship of Christ in the home; Christ, the King in the home, 
with His love, with His Gospel, with His Spirit, living, loving, Divine, 
on His living, loving throne, the home. And when He is on His 
throne, living, and loving, and when He is Master and King, King of 
Love, He works wonders, WONDERS.” 

True, the Enthronement supposes the placing of an image of the 
Sacred Heart in a place of honor in the home, but this image is 
but the “banner,” the outward symbol of the interior dedication of 
the family to the Sacred Heart. Behind the picture must be the living, 
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loving King, the presence of the Master. The picture is the symbol 
to remind us of the King and Friend, the King and Center of the 
hearts of the parents and children in the home. 

“You know,” said Father Mateo, “that Christian society is founded 
on two rocks — Home, and Rome; first HOME, and then ROME. 
Without HOME there is no ROME. What can the Pope and the bishops 
do if home is not home? First Home, then Rome. That is the first 
sanctuary. Happy those who have learned to pray there at the knees 
of a Christian mother. The home is also the first school. Happy 
those who have learned their catechism, at least partly, in a Christian 
home, wth the example of Christian parents before them. The home — 
a sanctuary; the home—a school. What can you do with Catholic 
schools against paganized homes, dechristianized homes, ruined homes? 

“We have many devotions, and good devotions, but only in the 
church, and the family ‘does not live in the church; they do not strive 
and suffer in the church, and they will not die in the church. And 
when they return from church after devotions, the home is empty, 
the home is ‘chilly.’ Jesus is not there; they have left Jesus in the 
church. By the Enthronement we are seeking to transform the home 
into a little wonderful, wonderful church, heated with the fire of the 
Sacred Heart; to bring His presence into the home. 

“I divide the families of the Sacred Heart into two categories: 
the very, very good, the very, very best, the very, very loving — 
those beautiful homes where Our Lord receives true adoration; father 
and mother, all, practical Catholics, all loving. Oh, what a joy for 
Him! He is at home, as in Nazareth; He is at home... And in those 
wonderful Christian homes, really Christian and loving homes, the 
Sacred Heart works miracles. One of the greatest wonders He works 
is to sow there the seed of vocations for the priesthood and the religious 
life. 

“But the second category is the largest one — the homes where 
you have partly a great faith and a great love,~- Martha and Mary, 
working, praying and loving; but Lazarus dying. Oh, that happens 
very often —— Lazarus, dying or dead. Then what is to be done? 
Call the King, call the King! Bring Him who is the Resurrection and 
the Life. You cannot make the Enthronement in the home of a di- 
vorced man or a divorced woman; no, that would be scandalous. But 
you can make it in the home of an indifferent man who does not 
practice his faith, to cure him; that, happily is not a scandal. Call 
Him, the King; He will come, to work the wonders He has promised. 

“But I insist very much — and. you must insist when you write 
or speak of it to others — I insist very much on the Friend of Bethany. 
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Jesus, the FRIEND. He is the King in the measure He is the Friend 
—in the measure He is the beloved Friend in the home. That means 
that He asks to share the home life of the families that receive Him, 
to share with them their sorrows, to share with them their joyful 
events, as at Bethany; to be invited when they are happy, to be invited 
when they are sad. ‘Call Me when you weep,’ says Jesus; ‘I will 
weep with you; call Me when you smile —I will smile with you. 
Then, smiling with you, your rejoicing will be eternal; weeping with 
you, your tears will be sweet and glorious.’ 

“We ask the family to renew, constantly, frequently, that consecra- 
tion as a family homage to the King, the Friend, to the faithful Friend. 
For instance, at the First Communion of a little one; when returning 
from the church, the family gathers, and they renew the Enthronement. 
Someone is sick, someone is dying, or has just died; the family renews 
the Enthronement there close to the bed, close to the coffin of the dear 
one. That is the Enthronement — Bethany, — rejoicing, weeping with 
Him, the Friend. 

“I remember I was once invited to make the Enthronement the 
day before a marriage. The young man and the young lady were 
there, and their families. When the prayers were over, and the hymn, 
and the rest, the father of the girl said (very touchingly, indeed) : 
‘Father, may I add something, I myself?’ ‘Why, yes, certainly.’ Then 
he said to his daughter, ‘Dear child, you are going to leave this home 
tomorrow to create your own home. Oh, please take with you not 
only my blood and my name and my honor and the education I have 
given you. Take with you the cornerstone of this home — the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. May He be a King and a Friend in your home! And 
then, with Him, as Father Mateo said, with Him you will always be 
happy in spite of trials... — What a wonderful sermon — the father 
saying that to the girl: “Take Him as the cornerstone of your home; 
with Him you will be happy in spite of trials.’ 

“And then the First Friday, of course, and the Feast of the Sacred 
Heart in those homes are the really great family feasts. I remember 
the case an American priest related to me. (They say sometimes, ‘Oh, 
this is good perhaps for France, or Italy, or Spain, but we Americans, 
we are cold.’ No, you are not cold at all, oh no! oh, no!) ‘Listen, 
Father,’ said the priest; ‘I have a family in my parish, a wonderful 
Christian family. Ten months after making the Enthronement they 
invited me to take dinner with them on the feast of the Sacred Heart. 
I refused, saying that on that day I could not come; but they insisted, 
so to give them pleasure I said, yes.- I went. They are not rich 
people, they are in modest circumstances. When we went to the dining 
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room, there was a splendid arm chair prepared there at the table, 
with flowers and decorations. The children were there, and a few 
friends who were invited. After grace, the children sang a hymn to 
the King. Then I was going to sit in the arm chair, thinking that 
was for me, the pastor, but the gentleman said, blushing, “Excuse me, 
Father, but...” “Oh, I said,” “is the Bishop coming?” “No, someone 
greater than the Bishop.” And then I saw there on the table — oh, what 
a beautiful, wonderful idea — under a polished crystal, the image of 
the King of Love! He is always there, presiding in the home; and 
now, for His feast, a crown of flowers... Afterwards they took from 
everything that was served there, something for three poor families.’ 
— The priest said to me, ‘Isn’t that wonderful?’ Wonderful! — Well, 
that was in America.” 

Father Mateo stressed very strongly the necessity of uniting the 
Enthronement and the Eucharist. “Insist,” said he, “on frequent, on 
DAILY Mass, on frequent, on DAILY Communion: Mass and Com- 
munion. Oh, you must be very, very strong in this statement. You 
will find, very often, a responsiveness even when you do not expect 
it... That is the Enthronement — Eucharistic families, Eucharistic 
families. That is beautiful, wonderful... But there is something 
stronger. What is it? PENANCE. Penance in the home — Night 
Adoration in the home. Our Lady said at Lourdes to Bernadette: 
Penance! We are forgetting certain things, fundamental things, in 
Christianity. Penance is a necessity to a Christian. A Christian with- 
out penance is a person without bones. That is not a body. We are 
forgetting that, even the good, even religious. Comfort, COMFORT 
in everything. They eat, they drink, they rest — health, health, the 
body, the BODY! — and the soul? That is why saints are lacking; 
that is why. You cannot be saints without penance. I do not say to 
wear a hair shirt and to take the discipline unto blood three times a 
day; I don’t say that. But there is a certain amount of penance 
indispensable for you and for me and for all Christians. 

“There is the Night Adoration in the home. We are asking one 
hour of adoration once a month. They may in their generosity give 
once a week. We have over 100,000 night adorers in America, because 
the characteristic quality of Americans is generosity and docility, a 
wonderful generosity and docility. That is an army of night adorers, 
watching during the night in the homes of the Sacred Heart... 

“We ought to be stronger and bolder in our statements. We are 
afraid to ask. Now, don’t be afraid. Be delicate, of course, be deli- 
cate, but delicate and strong and bold. It is not for yourself you are 
begging; it is for Him, for HIM! (pointing to the picture of the Sacred 
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Heart). We are going ahead wonderfully. We are taking by storm 
that pagan society, poisoned by divorce and birth control; we are 
taking it by storm. Help Him, the Conqueror, the Liberator! His 
victory, the wonderful victory, the stronghold of the sanctuary and 
the school — our Christian homes!... Can you find anything stronger 
in defense of Christianity than Home — the rock; Home — the sanc- 
tuary of prayer; Home—the school? And in that home, the Eucha- 
rist, penance, penance, NIGHT ADORATION! Is there anything 
stronger? That is the social redemption, the social redemption. 

“ ‘Help me, help me,’ says the Pope, ‘to save Christian society, 
to save the social cell, to save the first school, to save the great sanc- 
tuary, Home, HOME — for Jesus!’ He is right. Happy those who 
understand! We are uniting the fountain of human life, that is, Home, 
with the fountain of Divine life, Jesus; both fountains together.” 

In conclusion, Father Mateo said, in the name of the Sacred 
Heart: “Happy those who work for My glory, to make Me better 
known in My love and better loved in My love. Happy those! I 
will sanctify them. And happy those who work for Me. I will give 
them a special blessing and a special gift to break the hardened 
sinners that resist My Gospel and My law, the special power to con- 
vert sinners, to give them life in the love of My Sacred Heart!” 





Father Mateo was not at leisure to give us a message for our 
readers during his stay here, but he has promised that he will do 
so with great pleasure, especially for those who have been very 
faithful to the Enthronement and to Night Adoration in the home. 
But if we may, meanwhile, express his sentiments (unofficially), 
we feel confident that he would say to all of you as he so often repeated 
to us In his conferences: “Love Him (Jesus), love the Lover, love 
Him unto generosity, love Him unto folly!” 

The Night Adoration in the home offers a wonderful opportunity 
to prove this generous love, and at the same time it also offers a 
wonderful opportunity for Jesus Himself, if such were needed, to 
shower His blessings on those who love Him. It is not we, it is not 
Father Mateo, who asks this homage of love and reparation; it is 
JESUS Himself, the King, who knocks at the door of your heart and 
begs it of you. Can you sadden His adorable Heart by a refusal? 
Oh, then enlist in this wonderful.-army of nocturnal adorers and help 
to conquer America, to conquer the world, for our King! Choose 
your own date and hour if you wish (some hour between 10 P.M. 
and 5 A.M.) and send us your application; or, better still, permit 
us to choose your day and hour, and if, happily, this hour proves 
somewhat inconvenient, rejoice that you can offer an additional sacrifice 
for tour King. Generosity ravishes the Heart of Jesus, and He, in 
turn; will be generous with those who are generous with Him. 
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“40 AITH in the inscruta- 
ble mysteries which 
the Holy Catholic

lief is the greatest homage 

we can render to God. We profess our belief in one of the most sub- 
lime and incomparable of these mysteries each time we trace upon our- 
selves the Sign of the Cross and utter those beautiful words in honor 
of the Most Blessed Trinity: “In the name of the Father, and of the 

Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” These words, so pregnant with meaning, 

form the substance of our faith, the solid ground of our hope, and 

our most urgent motive of charity. 

In professing belief in one God in three Divine Persons, we pay 
to God a supernal worship, we acknowledge the reality of this most 
adorable Mystery. We can have no sublimer conception of God than 
to profess that He is absolutely incomprehensible. To render a perfect 
homage to the Eternal and Almighty God, we must confess with the 
spiritual writer Bourdaloue: “O my God, I cannot comprehend Thee. 
If the faculties of the souls of all men, if the sublime intellects of 
the angels and the archangels were given to me, I should never com- 
prehend Thy Being. My knowledge would be as far from Thee as 
that which is finite is from the infinite. If I could comprehend Thee, 
Thou wouldst no longer be what Thou art, and I should no longer 
be what I am.” 

What else do we know respecting the adorable Mystery of the 
Blessed Trinity but that we know nothing? The holy prophets to 
whom it was first revealed called this mystery a light which no one 
is allowed to approach. To believe in it, then, is to exalt God’s supreme 
Being, to adore the unapproachable Trinity. Investigation of the mys- 
tery is useless, nay impossible. In the mystery of the incarnation, our 
faith is confirmed by the exercise of our intellect, but in believing 
the mystery of the Blessed Trinity, we sacrifice to God our noblest 
faculty. We believe simply on His Divine authority.

In instructing beginners in the truths of our religion, we teach 
them first to accept this mystery, most difficult to believe, the Trinity 
of Persons in one Godhead. Belief in the Most Blessed Trinity is 
essential to salvation. A profession of faith in this mystery is made 
in the administration of nearly all the sacraments, for the Church pre- 
scribes.the use of the Sign of the Cross in practically all of them. 
When we were born to the life of grace in baptism it was “In the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” When 
we were strengthened by the grace of confirmation, it was likewise 
“In the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
When our sins are forgiven in the sacrament of penance, it is again 
in these Divine names. When the young Levites, at the foot of the 
altar, receive the powers of the priesthood, it is through the omni- 
potence of the Blessed Trinity, invoked by the consecrating prelate. 
When the nuptial tie is blessed, it is in the name of the Triune God. 
When the priest assists the expiring soul, he uses these blessed Names 
as his principal weapon: “Go forth, O Christian soul, in the name of 
God the Father Almighty, who created thee; in the name of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of the living God, who suffered for thee; in the name , 
of the Holy Ghost, who was poured out upon thee.” It is these power- 
ful Names that banish the evil spirits. Moreover, the soul’s faith in 
the Blessed Trinity is the last appeal to Divine mercy: “For although 
he hath sinned,” the priest says, while administering extreme unction, 
“he hath not denied the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost, but 
hath believed.” Thus belief in the Most Blessed Trinity is the most 
solid ground of our hope. 

Furthermore, belief in the Blessed Trinity is the bond of brotherly 
love, for we are all children of the one Heavenly Father, brethren of 
the one Son of God, and animated by the one Holy Spirit. The Blessed 
Trinity is likewise our model of love, for as the three Divine Persons 
dwell in unity, so must the children of earth be of one spirit, as Jesus 
prayed at the Last Supper: “Holy Father, keep in Thy name those 
whom Thou hast given Me, that they may be one even as we are” 
(John xvii. 11). 

Especially at the present time, so weak in faith, should we joyfully 
receive and enthusiastically confess the mystery of the Most. Blessed 
Trinity. Let us turn to the adorable Trinity to implore what we need 
for every good work — the ability from the Father, as the omnipotent 
God; the necessary light from the Son, as the eternal Wisdom; and the 
good will from the Holy Ghost, as the Spirit of Love. 

The Church has instituted a feast in honor of the Blessed Trinity, 
and in celebrating it we should rejoice in a special way in this sacred 
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Mystery, so sublime and unfathomable, which throughout all eternity 
will be our greatest beatitude. This feast, celebrated this year on 
June 4, should be a day of reparation for the negligences of which 
we have been guilty in the service of the Most Blessed Trinity through- 
out the year. But we ought not to be content with paying honor to 
the adorable Trinity on this one feast of the year. We should also 
dedicate every Sunday to the honoring of this sublime Mystery in 
union with the Church, which prescribes that no other feasts shall be 
celebrated on that day of the week except feasts relating to one or 
other of the Persons of the adorable Trinity, such as Easter, Pentecost 
or the Kingship of Christ. 

Finally we must remember that in paying honor to the saints and 
angels to the Mother of God, and to Christ Himself, we really honor 
God in the Most Holy Trinity, for “Of Him, and by Him, and in Him, 
are all things.” St. Augustine, in commenting on these words of St. 
Paul, writes: “Of Him refers to the Father, by Him to the Son, and 
in Him to the Holy Ghost.” Therefore, let all “Glory be to the Father, 
and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost, as it was in the beginning, 
is now, and ever shall be, world without end.” 





Doctrinal Devotions 


(Extracts from a Conference by Rev. Father Mateo) 


= 

EPLORING the many petty, sentimentalistic devo- 
tions which are in practice today, often to the great 
detriment of true piety, Father Mateo stressed the 
importance of the three great doctrinal devotions: 
Devotion to the Most Holy Trinity, to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus and to the Blessed Virgin Mary. 

The greatest devotion, the most wonderful de- 
votion in heaven and on earth, he said, is the one to the Blessed 
Trinity. This is the very foundation of Christianity — God the Father, 
God the Son and God the Holy Ghost. We say, “Jn nomine Patris et 
Filii et Spiritus Sancti — In the name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost.” In the Old Testament they had no knowledge 
of the Trinity. Who brought that novelty, that marvelous, Divine 
novelty, to earth? That came through the lips of Christ, our r Lord. 
The patriarchs had no knowledge of this mystery. 

The wonderful revelation of God the Father by Christ, our Lord, 
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comprises the whole Gospel. The Creator is our Father, Papa Bon 
Dieu, as the Little Flower called Him. Thinking of this wonderful 
mystery, she smiled and wept, and was inebriated with joy, repeating 
that word, Papa Bon Dieu. He is the Creator of the angels, but not 
their Father; He is the Creator of the birds, but not their Father. 
He is our Creator and our Father! Abba! Abba! Father! Father! 
Is it not great boldness for us to call God Abba, our Father? Yes, 
it is boldness, a great boldness. Then how do we dare say that? 
We dare say it because Christ our Lord taught us to say it with Him. 
“Father, our Father, who art in heaven...” That word, ABBA, burst- 
ing from the lips of Our Lord and from the Heart of Jesus, kindled 
in the world the flame of the only true religion, Christian and Catholic. 
Our whole creed had as its foundation that filial adoption of men, of 
Christians, “per Christum Dominum nostrum.” In Him, with Him, 
through Him, we can say — in a different sense, of course, — “our 
Father,” OUR, my Father, His Father — He by nature as God, I by 
adoption. 

Read in the Gospel the obsession of Our Lord (excuse me) for His 
Divine, adorable Father: “My Father... My Father sent Me... I came 
to preach not Mine but My Father’s doctrine...” He had always on 
His lips the name of His Father, repeating hundreds of times, “My 
Father said this, My Father said that... I came to glorify My Father. .” 
Yes, He was crucified on account of that. Why was He crucified? 
Because they said He was blaspheming when He said God was His 
Father, that He was the Son of God. 

Why is it that, despite all our graces and our training, our hearts 
slip, so to say, over this astounding idea, without grasping its incom- 
parable sweetness and sublimity and beauty? How explain this ig- 
norance concerning God the Father, that wonderful, wonderful devotion 
preached by Jesus Himself, preached unto death? I will give you 
an explanation by asking a question. What part do you give in your 
spiritual life to the Holy Ghost? — that is it. Little? If little, 
very little, then you know why the Father cannot be known, because 
the Paraclete, who is the Light, does not come, and He does not come 
because you do not love Him. Has He a predominant place and throne 
in your heart? If so, God bless you! If not, you must change. Is 
the Paraclete, with the Father — the Trinity — are They first in your 
heart? Ah, unhappily, unhappily, many, many do not understand 
this. 

I have experienced that the greater number of Christians and too 
many religious give not to the Paraclete the first, the very first throne. 
Nevertheless, what is baptism? The work of the Paraclete. What is 
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Confirmation: Pentecost, Pentecost! What is your vocation? The 
fruit of Pentecost. The inspiration came from the Holy Ghost. He 
is the Sanctifier. Saints are lacking because the Sanctifier is beyond 
the stars. How can souls be sanctified when the Sanctifier is absent? 
We badly need the Paraclete to lift us up to the Father, to show us 
in a strong light the mysteries of the Incarnation, the Cross and the 
Eucharist — wonders of the Substantial Love. Who is the Substantial 
Love? The Paraclete. We understand little — nothing. Why? The 
Paraclete is not in our mind, in our heart. Seeing with our eyes 
open, we do not grasp, we do not understand many, many things. 
We have but to see the case of the Apostles. Our Lord spoke to 
them clearly, eloquently, but they understood little or nothing. The 
Paraclete comes, and everything changes. See that man who was a 
rough fisherman — St. Peter; read the first sermon he preached after 
Pentecost. You wouldn’t say that is the same man. Qh, no! no!... 
a radical change. He sees, he understands, he grasps, he is bold, he 
is no longer the cowardly man... 

The Paraclete is not on His rightful throne. That is why we are 
lacking many, many things, but two things especially, two great 
things: light and love, a great LIGHT and a great LOVE, and with that 
a great boldness, the boldness of the Little Flower. Ah, many, many 
deficiencies in the religious life are due to the lack of this wonderful 
devotion. — That is the first doctrinal devotion, the Trinity, the 
TRINITY! 

The second substantial devotion is devotion to the Heart of Jesus. 
But this is not a mere devotion like the Way of the Cross or the Rosary. 
Oh, no! The Sacred Heart is a light of burning charity. What are 
the three great gifts of the Sacred Heart, the three wonderful gifts 
Which the Sacred Heart has given to the Church, to mankind? First, 
the knowledge and love of His Father; we know the Father only through 
Him. His greatest gift: My Father, your Father. That is the greatest 
gift of Jesus’ love; He came to show us His Father. 

The second gift of the Sacred Heart is His own adorable Person. 
“Take Me,” He says, “I am your Treasure, your Prisoner in the taber- 
nacle. I am yours, entirely yours, for time and eternity.” The third 
gift of His love is the Paraclete, the Holy Ghost. 

But the Heart of Jesus wishes also our love in return. We must 
love the Father, we must love the King — the Son, we must love the 
Holy Ghost; we must love the Trinity, per ipsum, et in ipso, et cum 
ipso, 

Heart of Jesus means that we have been created and redeemed 
only through love.

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no! That was gratuitous — free. He wasn’t obliged. He created 
you freely through love — He redeemed you freely through love.

God the Father, 
God the Son, God the Holy Ghost. But we must love Him, not as 
we would a creature, as our mother; no, we must love Him, says 
He: toto corde, tota anima, tota mente — with all our heart, all our 
mind and all our might. That is the first and the greatest Command- 
ment. It is ong thing to believe, but quite another thing to love. 
You could believe and yet go to hell; there are many Christians in 
hell who had faith. Why are they in hell? Because they did not 
love. Faith is light in your eyes; love is fire in your hearts... 

I was at Paray-le-Monial, where Our Lord spoke to St. Margaret 
Mary. He did not say faith is lacking. He said, I am not loved. . Each 
time He has repeated this request it is always the same complaint, 
“IT am not loved.” That is why saints are lacking. What is the Holy 
Hour? A token of love. What is the First Friday? A token of 
love. What is the feast of the Sacred Heart? A token of love. What 
is the Enthronement? A homage of love to the Lover. That is why 
He smiles and blesses; He showers His blessings upon those responsive 
to the request: Give Me your love... But the Lover is not only He 
whom we call Jesus — it is the Father, the Paraclete, and Jesus, 
the THREE. 

The third wonderful devotion is the Queen Immaculate. Love 
Mary with a love that must transform your life into hers; not with 
a sentimentalistic piety and devotion. I mean LOVE her, reproducing 
in your souls her virtues. Reproduce most especially her two wonder- 
ful, marvelous virtues — humility and perfect abandonment to the 
will of God. Abandonment to the will of God is greater than all 
other virtues — virginity, sacrifice, penance and the rest. All that 
is nothing compared with this: THY WILL BE DONE. Learn of 
Our Lady to love Our Lord, preferring His will, HIS WILL, above 
all things. 

Do you know what the saints called the will of God? They 
called it the “eighth sacrament.” Without this “eighth sacrament,” 
the will of God, the others do not produce what they ought to produce, 
even the Eucharist, the wonderful miracle of the Eucharist. The 
only saint really perfect is Our Lady. Why? On account of this: 
she realized fully, fully, wonderfully, the will of God. Then, she 
loved as nobody has ever loved, because the will of God means to love, 
to love Him more than everything else, more than self. Ask, then, 
Our Lady to obtain for you the greatest gift and the richest treasure 
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from her Immaculate Heart... the science of the love of Our Lord. 
Who can teach you that wonderful philosophy? No one so well as 
the Queen Immaculate. She is the Mother of Fair Love. She is the 
mediatrix of all graces, and she is especially the mediatrix, the giver 
of this gift — the science of love. With filial confidence, say to 
her very often: “Mother and Queen, teach me to love your Jesus as 
you loved Him... Mother and Queen, open to me the Sanctuary 
where I must live and work and suffer and die and sanctify myself — 
the pierced Wound of His adorable Heart... O Mother and Queen, 
put my poor little heart into your heart, and in your heart put me 
there for time and for eternity. Mother, Mother! Teach me to love 
Jesus, if possible, as you love Him. Teach me to love Jesus even 
as much as He loves you!”

UR Blessed Lady is called the Mother of Perpetual 
Help, and this beautiful title is deservedly given 
her by the Church. She takes great delight in it 
and gives continual proofs of her tender com- 
passion towards those who devoutly invoke her by 
this title. Who has not learned to admire and 
love the picture of Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
and to find joy in kneeling before it to pray to our beloved Mother? 
This picture seems to fire our hearts with a burning love for Mary and 
an unshaken hope in her power with Jesus. There is a special reason, 
too, why it should be so. It is because Our Lady herself gave this 
picture the name it bears and asked for its veneration. She betrays 
thereby her loving eagerness to have us come to her when sin and 
sorrow cross our path. She is ever ready to help us because she does 
not wish her Son to have died in vain. 

The same love that impels Our Blessed Lady to be to us a “Mother 
of Perpetual Help” prompts her to seek to relieve the sufferings of 
the poor souls in purgatory. If we were to go in spirit to purgatory 
we would see there a great multitude of souls of all nations and tribes 
and tongues (Apoc. vii. 9.) ; souls of the rich and of the poor, of the 
young and of the old, of the wise and of the simple, waiting in heaven’s 
ante-chamber until the last farthing has been paid in satisfaction for 
the sins committed in life. From time to time Mary, the Queen of 
Purgatory, goes down to these longing souls with her hands full of 
gifts, for all good still comes to them through Mary. But what are 
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these gifts and where do they come from? They are the offerings 
of Mary’s children on earth — Masses said and heard, Communions 
offered, Stations of the Cross, prayers, indulgences gained whereby the 
treasures of Christ’s merits and those of His saints are unlocked; they 
are the mortifications, penances, acts of charity and self-denial, alms 
given for Christ’s sake. Such are the gifts with which Mary sets free 
these imprisoned souls. ; 

But how many times perhaps does it not happen that when Mary 
visits these poor suffering souls, she must reply to their piteous plea 
and expectant hope for deliverance: “No, you cannot come out today. 
There is still a little debt due, there is still one ‘Way of the Cross’ 
wanting. I had hoped that it would be offered, but the one who was 
to do so was too tired and did not take the trouble. Some little acts 
of self-denial were promised, but they were forgotten and are not yet 
in my hands. You must wait until the generous love of your friends 
on earth or of some holy soul gives me the means to help you.” 

Alas! then, Our Lady of Perpetual Help cannot always help the 
poor souls. She is dependent on our help before she can perform her 
ofice of mercy. And how often do we fail to help Mary! Yet we 
know that charity is the queen of all virtues and that all others are 
subject to it. Even faith and hope, as St. Paul tells us, must yield to 
charity in dignity. Can we claim to possess that precious virtue? 
Charity, in order to deserve the name of virtue, must always shed 
its beneficent influence upon others. There is no doubt that all our 
neighbors are worthy of our love, since we are all bound together in 
the sacred bond of brotherhood. Moreover, we are strictly commanded 
to show love, not only to our neighbor as to our own selves for the 
love of God, but even to our enemies. St. Paul, however, gives us to 
understand that the souls most faithful and most dear to God deserve 
our preference in love, as being members of the Mystical Body who 
are the most closely united to their Head, Jesus Christ. But are there 
any souls of whom we can yield undoubted testimony that they are 
dearer to God than others, members more united to their Divine Head, 
if they be not either the souls triumphant in heaven or those tortured 
in purgatory? They are the only souls whose lot is certain; in favor 
of these our charity is well employed. Since, however, the souls 
triumphant in heaven have no need of spiritual assistance, but are 
rather in a condition to supply it to us, we ought to turn our care 
to the souls in purgatory who are in the utmost need of suffrages. 
The thought of Our Mother of Perpetual Help, who, if we may speak 
thus, needs our help before she can help them, will surely urge us 
to be more solicitous in practicing this beautiful charity. 











“God's Feast Day”

q® ORPUS CHRISTI is one of the greatest feasts of the Church. 
The French have a word for it, Fete-Dieu, which, literally 

translated, means “God’s Feast Day.” Yes, it is God’s feast 
day and ours too. It is essentially a feast of triumph, a day of triumph 
even more than of joy; a day of power, of fearlessness, of public 
profession of faith. The object of the feast is Our Lord’s own Person, 
living and present in our midst. That is why the feast has a character 
all its own. In countries where religion may be freely practiced it 
is thrilling to see the people all proclaim His presence and prostrate 
themselves before Him. Art, music, science and literature give their 
best to honor the Eucharistic King, who comes from His tabernacle 
retreat, is enthroned upon countless altars, and traverses the streets 
in magnificent processions. In the joyous adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament all Christendom resounds with songs and acclamations of 
praise in honor of the Triumphant King. 

This outward display of elaborate ritual and solemnity is but a 
manifestation of the glorious faith and love and devotion towards our 
Eucharistic Lord which penetrates the hearts of God’s children, who, 
knowing no better way to express outwardly their pent-up emotions, 
break forth in triumphant strains and honor Him with processions 
and Eucharistic pageantry. These public demonstrations confirm and 
strengthen the flame of faith. They help the feeble and limited mind 
to express what cannot be comprehended or understood of the un- 
fathomable mystery of the Real Presence of Jesus Christ in the Holy 
Eucharist. 

Father Faber, writing of the feast of Corpus Christi, says that it 
is, as it were, a collective devotion of the entire year. The feast is 
celebrated only after Holy Mother Church has led up all her mysteries 
— the incarnation, Passion, resurrection, ascension and Pentecost, — 
into the secret fountain, the MOTHER MYSTERY of the Most Holy Trinity, 
as if she would draw out the fire and extract the sweetness of each 
in the light of the Trinity and then, streaming back again in showers 
of glory and rays of celestial power, overpower men in the grand 
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mystery of Transubstantiation. It is God’s feast day. God is here 
with us, EMMANUEL, in our midst. Then we should honor Him with 
all that we are and have. It is God’s day of triumph. 

Why is it a triumph? Because the Blessed Sacrament is the 
triumph of the Church over the world, of spirit over matter, of grace 
over nature, of faith over sight. The Blessed Sacrament is everything 
to us. It is a revelation of how Jesus is all in all to us. All the 
doctrines of the Church — creation, incarnation, grace, sacraments — 
are completed in the doctrine of the Blessed Sacrament and are mag- 
nificently developed there. All the art and ceremonial, all the liturgical 
wisdom and majestic ceremony of the Church are grouped around the 
Blessed Sacrament. All devotions are united and satisfied in this one. 
Ali mysteries gravitate to it, touch upon it and are crowned by it. 
All the marvelous perfections of God are encompassed by it. All the 
other sacraments minister to the sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Jesus. But even more than this, with the Body and Blood and Soul 
of Jesus, the Eucharist brings with it His Divine Person, and the 
Persons of the Father and of the Holy Spirit in a way so real and 
so sublime that it is beyond expression. The Eucharist is the greatest 
work of God, the sabbath of all His works, wherein the Creator’s love 
and power and wisdom rest. 

The Church can never triumph except in what crowns and com- 
pletes and glorifies the immortal soul. But was there ever triumph 
like this? It is the triumph of creation, of Redemption, the triumph 
of the Sacred Humanity of Jesus, the triumph of the holy and un- 
divided Trinity. In this Mystery of Love, Jesus, God and Man, comes 
to His creatures. The Cherubim, to whom it is given to penetrate 
high secrets of God, cannot fathom the depths of this Sacrament. The 
Seraphim, who burn with the fires of unspeakable love, cannot ade- 
quately praise the inventions and the compassions of the God who is 
contained therein. Nevertheless, this Mystery is our daily Food, our 
perpetual Sacrifice. It is the assurance, the pledge, the foretaste and 
the first fruit of the happiness of heaven, for it contains God, the 
beatitude of the elect. It deserves our constant adoration and pro- 
foundest thanksgiving. 

The grandeur of the gift of the Eucharist, its riches and the ad- 
mirable abundance with which this Divine gift is showered upon us, 
calls indeed for our adoration and thanksgiving. It is pure, loving 
kindness that causes Jesus to remain in the Blessed Sacrament and give 
Himself to us. Nothing in us is capable of attracting Him to us. 
There is no good in us which could attract Him, no advantage He can 
possibly gain from this bountiful gift of Himself. On the contrary, 
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how often is He subjected to humiliation, ingratitude, contempt, insult, 
sacrilege. Yet, in spite of all, He gives Himself; prostrates, so to 
speak, at the feet of man, puts Himself into his hands, urges him, 
solicits him, is patient with him, never wearies of waiting for him. 

How fitting, then, it is that we should acknowledge in the trium- 
phal feast of Corpus Christi that seated on the throne, which has 
been elevated by piety and gratitude, is the adorable Person of Jesus 
Christ. Let us acclaim Him, salute Him, with hearts full of gladness. 
He is our Savior and it is to His goodness that we owe the august 
and sweet Sacrament of the Eucharist, the greatest proof of His love, 
the honor and glory of the Church, the treasure of humanity, our 
support, our hope and our joy. 

In order that this spirit of gratitude, which our Divine Benefactor 
has a right to expect from us on Corpus Christi more than on any 
other day, may truly fill our hearts, let us call to mind and count 
up the benefits we have received from the Eucharist. If we had re- 
ceived only one single Holy Communion we would have thereby 
incurred a debt of eternal gratitude, for this gift was the price of a 
life of labor, of prayer, of heroic sanctity, of unheard-of sufferings, 
crowned by a terrible death, accepted for love of us. But how many 
times since has Jesus lavished on us with incomprehensible liberality 
this Divine Gift which we are so absolutely incapable of appreciating? 
every month, every week, every day, perhaps. How royally we have 
been treated by God, feasting sumptuously! And of how many ex- 
cellent, supernatural and Divine gifts has not the Eucharist been the 
source? By virtue of Communion our faith has been maintained 
and developed; in spite of difficulties, our hope has not wavered; 
our love has grown stronger. It is by Communion that we have kept 
our hearts pure and have issued more quickly from sins and tempta- 
tions; through It we have found strength to endure trials, to love 
sufferings and tribulations; and through the virtue of the heavenly 
Host, we firmly hope to enter heaven at last. The thought thrills our 
souls with joy. Yes, we will repoice and pay homage to Jesus Christ 
in the Blessed Sacrament by offering the holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
with Him to the glory and praise of the Blessed Trinity. We will 
celebrate this feast in our heart by receiving Holy Communion, and 
we will experience the joy and the happiness which Jesus brings with 
Himself. During the day we will take time to spend at least one 
hour at the feet of Jesus, our God, our King, our Best Friend. Jesus 
is there in the Blessed Sacrament. It is His feast day, and it is our 
feast day too.

2-0-2 
Growth of the Mystical Body 


T is proper and in accordance with the Divine plan, as St. Paul 
| explains, that the Mystical Body, as a living organism, should 

grow and increase, and that in two ways: in quantity, and in 
quality; in quantity, by ever adding to itself new members from among 
mankind, through the sacrament of baptism, and in quality, by an 
ever increasing sanctification of its members. 

All Catholics must contribute their share toward the growth and 
expansion of the Mystical Body, for this is the duty not only of bishops, 
priests and religious, but also of every Catholic man, woman and 
child. Let us listen once more to the words of our Holy Father, 
Pope Pius XII: ‘From the moment of His incarnation, when He 
laid the first foundations of the Church, down to His last mortal 
breath, our Redeemer never ceased for an instant, though He was the 
Son of God, to labor unto weariness for the establishing and strength- 
ening of the Church, whether in giving us the bright example of His 
holiness, or preaching, or conversing, or gathering and instructing 
disciples. And so We desire that all who claim the Church as their 
mother should seriously consider that not only the sacred ministers 
and those who have consecrated themselves to God in religious life, 
but the other members as well of the Mystical Body of Jesus Christ, 
have the obligation of working hard and constantly for the upbuilding 
and increase of this Body.” (Encyclical on the Mystical Body of 
Christ. ) : 

The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen says of this obligation: 
“The responsibility to extend the Mystical Body of Christ falls upon 
each of its members... The barren fig tree is the fruitless Christian — 
the member of the Mystical Body who is not apostolic, who keeps the 
knowledge of God for himself, who refuses to enthuse over Divine 
possessions and who rebels against being an instrument of God’s 
missionary activity... ‘The harvest is great; the laborers are few.’ 
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And they are few... because zeal is wanting... there is need of 
reviving the missionary spirit with its consciousness that every member 
of the Mystical Body is like the tree planted by the fountain of living 
waters... the deaths of the martyrs, the priests and nuns in the 
foreign missions of the world, the alms of the poor given until it 
hurts, are not separate and unconnected incidents in a world of space 
and time. To all the members of the Mystical Body there goes out 
the command to increase and multiply. The gold of our prayers and 
our example, the frankincense of our alms and the myrrh of sacrifice 
are the means by which we fulfil our stewardship.” 

If we wish to grow daily in appreciation of the dignity of our 
condition as members of Christ we must strive with all our might to 
tighten the bonds uniting us to this adorable Head by seeking our 
personal sanctification, and, like apostles, put ourselves to the trouble 
of recruiting new members for Christ. Personal sanctification and 
the apostolate! These should be the two poles upon which our Catholic 
life revolves. Our appreciation of our dignity and grandeur as members 
of Christ’s Mystical Body will be measured by our realization of this 
twofold aim — personal sanctification and the apostolate. 


Prayer for the Mystical Body 


A further duty of which Pope Pius XII reminds us in his En- 
cyclical on the Mystical Body is prayer for the whole Mystical Body 
of Christ. “Let our united prayer rise daily to Heaven for all the 
members of the Mystical Body of Jesus Christ, first for the bishops, 
who are responsible in a particular way for their respective dioceses, 
then for the priests and religious men and women who have been 
called to the service of God, and are protecting, increasing and ad- 
vancing the kingdom of the Divine Redeemer at home and in the 
foreign missions. Let no member of this revered Body be forgotten 
in this common prayer; let there be a special memento for those who 
are burdened with the sorrows and afflictions of this earthly habitation 
and for the departed souls in purgatory. They, too, will be included 
who are being instructed in Christian doctrine, so that they may be 
able to receive baptism without delay. And oh, how earnestly We 
desire that the immense charity of these common prayers embrace 
those also who, not yet perceiving the light of the Gospel’s truth, 
are still without the Church’s safe fold, or for the regrettable conflict 
of faith and unity are separated from Us who, though unworthy, bear 
the person of Jesus Christ on earth... 

“From the very beginning of Our Pontificate, We have committed 
to the protection and guidance of Heaven those who do not belong 
to the visible organization of the Good Shepherd. We desire nothing 
more ardently than that they may have life and have it more abun- 
dantly. Calling on the prayers of the whole Church, We wish to repeat 
this solemn declaration in this Encyclical Letter... For even though 
unsuspectingly they are related to the Mystical Body of the Redeemer 
in desire and resolution, they still remain deprived of so many precious 
gifts and helps from Heaven, which one can only enjoy in the Catholic 
Church. May they then enter into Catholic unity, and united with

us in the organic oneness of the Body of Jesus Christ, may they hasten 
to the one Head in the society of glorious love. With persevering 
prayer to the Spirit of love and truth We wait for them with open 
arms to return, not to a stranger’s house, but to their own, their 
Father’s house.” 


Gratitude and Love for the Mystical Body 


From all that has been said in this and preceding articles, it 
is clear that we owe profoundest gratitude to God for having made us 
members of the Mystical Body of Christ; and to the Mystical Body 
itself, the Church, we owe our deep filial love and devotion. As 
Dom Columba Marmion, O.S.B., says so beautifully: ‘“‘We ought to 
rejoice greatly, and ever thank God for having ‘translated us into 
the Kingdom of the Son of His love’ (Col. i. 13). Is it not an immense 
assurance to be able to draw grace and life at their authentic and 
official sources, through our incorporation with the Church? More- 
over, let us give to those who have jurisdiction over us the obedience 
which Christ demands of us. This submission of our intellect and will 
must be given to God in the person of a man, otherwise God does 
not accept it. Let us give to those who govern us, above all to the 
Sovereign Pontiff, the Vicar of Christ, to the bishops who are in 
union with him and who possess the light of the Holy Spirit to guide 
us, that inward submission, that filial reverence, that practical obe- 
dience which make of us true children of the Church. 

“The Church is the Bride of Christ, she is our Mother; we ought 
to love her because she brings us to Jesus and unites us to Him. We 
ought to love and revere her doctrine, because it is the doctrine of 
Jesus Christ; to love her prayer and associate ourselves with it because 
it is the prayer of the Bride of Christ, and there is none safer for us, 
none more pleasing to Our Lord.” In a word, we ought to attach 
ourselves to the Church, to all that comes from her, as we should 
have been attached to the very Person of Jesus and to all that came 
to us from Him, if it had been given us to follow Him during His 
earthly life.”’ (Christ, the Life of the Soul, Chap. V.) 

Yes, our hearts ought to be filled with a sense of exultant joy 
and of deepest gratitude for the great glory and the great grace which 
is ours in belonging to the one true Church, and we ought to show 
that gratitude and that appreciation by living in its fulness and per- 
fection the life that is made possible to us through our union with 
the Church. Traitors, ingrates of the blackest dye are those unfaith- 
ful children who, bearing the glorious title of Catholics, bring sorrow 
and shame to the heart of their Mother and scandalize their non-Catho- 
lic brethren by living lives of disrepute and of total infidelity to the 
noble standards which the Church holds out to them. They are the 
dead branches of that life-giving Vine which is Christ, and unless they 
are brought again to life by a reunion with Him through sanctifying 
grace, they will be cut away on the day of the great harvest and cast 
into the unquenchable flames which Christ spoke of when he denounced 
those who give scandal. (Mark ix. 41-47.) 

“Let us thank Jesus Christ’ (to quote again from Dom Marmion), 
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“for associating us so intimately with His life; all is common to us 
in Him: merits, interests, all the riches of grace, beatitude, glory. 
Let us henceforward be members who do not condemn ourselves, by 
sin, to be dead members. But rather, by the grace which comes from 
Him, by our virtues modeled upon His, by our holiness which is but a 
participation in His, let us be members full of supernatural life and 
beauty, members in whom Christ may be glorified.” 


The Mother of the Mystical Body ae 


Our treatise on the Mystical Body would be incomplete if we did 
not say a word about the role of the Blessed Virgin Mary with regard 
to the Mystical Body of her Divine Son. For Mary’s role in the Church, 
the Mystical Body of Christ, is just as active as was her role in the mys- 
teries of the incarnation and redemption. As she was the Mother of 
Jesus in the incarnation, when He assumed a physical Body, so also 
she is the Mother of Jesus in His Mystical Body, and of all those who, 
as members of that Body, are the brothers and sisters of Christ by 
Divine adoption. 

When Jesus confided St. John to His Mother as her son at the 
foot of the Cross, He intended by that same act to confide to her mater- 
nal care all the children of Adam who throughout the centuries would 
become members of His Mystical Body by being born “of water and 
the Spirit’ in holy baptism. Jesus, her first-born Son, was born of 
her most pure flesh and blood. But she was destined to bring forth 
many other children, not of her flesh but of her soul. Jesus, her first- 
born, was brought forth in joy in Bethlehem, but His brethren, her 
spiritual children, were brought forth in anguish of spirit at the foot 
of Calvary’s Cross. 

As Mary cradled the new-born Savior at Bethlehem and nourished 
and cared for Him, so at Pentecost she cradled the new-born Church, 
watched over its frail, delicate organism, and fostered and nourished 
it with motherly care. And finally, as she was called to co-operate with 
her Divine Son on Calvary in acquiring the treasure of His infinite 
merits, so now in heaven she co-operates with Him in dispensing those 
merits to His Mystical Body. All graces and heavenly favors flow to 
the Mystical Body of Christ as from the Head, but Mary is the channel, 
through which, by God’s will all graces are transmitted to humanity. 

As Mary is the Mother of Christ, the Head, and of the entire Mys- 
tical Body, the Church, so also she is the Mother of each individual 
member of that Mystical Body. It is not only fitting, therefore, but 
just, that we render to her the highest honor and veneration after her 
Divine Son. Not that we regard her as Divine, or render her the hom- 
age of adoration. By no means; for we remember always that she is a 
creature, even though the most exalted of all. To give to the Blessed 
Virgin Mary or to any creature the supreme homage of adoration due 
to God alone would be impious, rank idolatry, the most heinous sin. 
But far from detracting from the honor due to God by the homage we 
pay to Mary, we thereby render Him greater glory, for she owes all that 
she is and has to Him as her Creator, and the honor we render to her 
redounds to His honor and glory. 
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The Protestant sects, in rejecting the cult of Mary, have rejected 
one of the most beautiful, consoling and grace-giving portions of Chris- 
tian belief and practice; for just as a home is cold and desolate without 
a mother, so the children of the church which does not receive Mary 
as its mother are orphaned and desolate and lack the great spiritual 
force which would help to mould them into true children of God be- 
cause they lack the care and the love and the gentle guidance of a 
mother. Happy we who have a Mother in heaven, ever watchful, ever 
solicitous, ever tender and merciful, ever interceding for us at the 
throne of the Divine majesty, showering upon us a maternal love more 
tender by far than that of all earthly mothers. She is for us the true 
morning star, guiding our footsteps heavenward along life’s dark, 
rugged pathways; she is our haven of refuge amid life’s storms; she 
is our comforter in affliction, our health in sickness of body and soul, 
our refuge in temptation, our advocate at the throne of Justice. Ina 
word, she is our all in all, because she embodies in herself in their 
perfection all the qualities which make of her the most loving, the 
most perfect and the most tender of mothers, having been especially 
prepared for her maternal office by Almighty God. To be continued 





Holy Mass, the Supreme Act of Worship and 


Our Share in It 

<>: 
OLY MASS is the one great act of devotion by which 
the Sunday is to be sanctified. It is the one supreme 
act of worship. Let us consider how uniquely great 
it is. In that way, it will be better seen why the 
Church so earnestly exhorts our being present at it, 
and censures so severely those who neglect it. Our 
very being tells us that the end of the creature is the honor and 
glory of the Creator. It tells us moreover, that worship, to be perfect 
must be something more than mere words. It must have in it some- 
thing higher, something more perfect, something worthy of the Creator’s 
acceptance. In other words, an instinctive prompting within us de- 
clares that worship at its best and highest is by way of gift — of 
offering — by way, that is, of sacrifice. 

Man from the beginning has always felt the need of this worship 
of sacrifice; not as a mere whim or fancy, but as a deeply rooted 
instinct found everywhere, and expressed in various forms. God Himself 
formally confirmed and ratified this instinct of nature requiring as 
expressions of worship from His own people various acts of sacrifice. 
But what, after all, could those ancient forms of sacrifice do? The 
gifts offered were certainly, the best man had to offer, but in them- 
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selves they were quite inadequate, quite unworthy of the Majesty of 
Him whom they were intended to honor. They were but outward 
signs of the inborn desire of the race to find something worthy to 
offer to God. They were but a figurative showing-forth of the Sacrifice 
of the Lord till He should come at His first coming. But He, being 
once come, “a High Priest of the good things to come,” in a greater 
and more perfect way accomplished one eternal all-sufficing Sacrifice, 
Himself its Victim, His Blood its offering, eternal Redemption its fruit. 
At the same time He established and gave to man a perfect way, in 
which that Sacrifice of His should be continued and be made forever 
present to the human race — the Sacrifice of the Mass — which fulfils 
all signs and foreshadowings and is the perfect showing-forth of His 
Passion and Death till He comes again in glory. 

Thus in Holy Mass, is man’s deepest instinct fulfilled. He is 
enabled to worship with the perfection of worship; and the creature’s 
act of sacrifice is the Creator’s perfect glory. Clearly, the Church 
could not do otherwise than treat such an act as the one unique act of 
worship in the world and declare the Sacrifice of the Mass of strictest 
obligation to her children. 

Now in fulfilling this obligation, we speak of ‘attending’ Mass, 
‘assisting at’ or more commonly ‘hearing Mass.’ By this is meant not 
just being present as mere lookers-on. Very many people do not seem 
to understand or realize the fact that at Mass they share in the sacrifice. 
Those who are present at Mass take part themselves in a great stupen- 
dous action — the greatest that can be performed on earth, and the one 
which renders to God the greatest honor that can be given Him. Priest 
and people together unite in this act — the act of sacrifice of God to 
God. As the great High Priest offered Himself by His own will on 
Calvary, so He continues to offer Himself by the hands of the priest at 
the altar, and with him all are called upon to join in that act. The 
priest, as he celebrates Mass treats all those present as sharing in his 
act of co-celebrating and sacrificing with him. “Brethren” he says, 
“pray that my sacrifice and yours may be acceptable to God the Father 
Almighty.” And again: “Be mindful of Thy servants. .. and of all here 
for whom we offer, or who themselves offer up to Thee this Sacrifice 
of praise for them and theirs.” The Sacrifice is the people’s as well as 
the priest’s — the Victim sacrificed is theirs; they are given the right 
to offer that Victim, and by Him, with Him and in Him to offer all that 
Victim’s merits as their own, and so render to the Eternal Father all 
honor and glory. 

Dear reader, when you assist at Holy Mass try to realize what hear- 
ing Holy Mass means and to bring home to yourself the reality of the 
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share you have in this supreme act of worship. At Mass you are 
co-offerer — co-sacrificer — with the priest. What criminal folly not 
to profit by such a power. At Mass you give God to God; and what 
return is He not ready to make to you and your families for such a gift. 
If you, who attend Holy Mass, did but realize and appreciate the power 
this sacrificial act puts into your hands, if you would but join with the 
priest and offer the Sacred Victim as you should, what moral progress 
there would be in your daily life, what virtues would begin to shine 
forth in it, what wonders of grace would be wrought, and how quickly 
would the Lamb that was slain live and reign as King in all hearts and 
homes.

Communion? 

Practice: Each morning and evening say the Hail Mary three 
times in honor of the Blessed Virgin, and add the little prayer, “‘O 
Mary, my dear Mother, keep me from sin today (or tonight).” 

Aspiration: St. Aloysius, model of holy purity, obtain for me 
purity of soul and body.
